Voluntary Methods Work! 


Late in January one of the voluntary health insurance organi- 
zations reached a milestone. It has been in existence less than 
seven years—yet it just enrolled its 2,000,000th member. 


Dr. Elmer L. Henderson, president of the American Medical 
association, spoke at the dinner commemorating this event. He 
said, ‘‘The remarkable growth and development of voluntary 
health insurance—which has taken place mainly in just the past 
10 years... «is proving that voluntary methods can take the 
economic shock out of illness, and that dangerous government 
intrusion in the field of medical care is completely unneces- 
sary.” 

The facts bear out this view. A considerable number of vol- 
untary plans are now in operation. The largest of them recently 
passed the 40,000,000 mark in membership, and enrolled 3,000, 
000 people in 1950, alone. It is estimated that this type of 
protection will extend to 90,000,000 people within the next two 
or three years. In every kind of plan, the rates are moderate, 
and the coverage has been steadily improved. Some are now 
preparing to offer protection against the prolonged, costly ill- 
nesses such as cancer and heart disease. Proposals for imposi- 
tion of state medical care do not include such protection.

MORTALITY RATES REACH NEW LOW 


The nation’s death rate tor 1950 dropped to the low- 
est level on record, 9.6 deaths for every 1,000 persons. 


The health record in 1950 showed a marked decrease 
in deaths in childhood diseases, matermal, birth, and 
tuberculosis cases. These were at an all-time low. 


In 1950, for the first time, the infant death rate fell 
below 30 for every thousand live births, In the past 
five years the maternal mortality rate has been cut 60 
per cent. 

But in 1950 the number of poliomyelitis cases was 
second to those in 1949, the worst epidemic year on 
record. Automobile accident deaths rose above those 
of last year. Whooping cough was the only childhood 
disease that did not decline in 1950.

Stalin Fears tiis Army 

Russian military leaders still 
accept the communist economic 
system but they are bitterly re 
sentful of the Kremlin dictator- 
ship. Fear by Stalin that this 
seething volcano of dissent in the 
army would burst on his regime is 
one of the strongest reasons why 
he does not want a war just yet 
with power in the hands of the 
military. 

Even though the ‘‘Voice of 
America’’ is not as effective a 
propaganda vehicle as some of us 
desire, it does reach many Rus- 
sian ears, thus aggravating the 
peoples’ discontent. 


A survey of Russian reaction 
by a Harvard university research 
project reveals that Red govern- 
ment radios are increasingly re- 
ferring to the ‘*Voice’’ and trying 
to rebut its messages. This is 
sure proof that the Kremlin knows 
that the people are lis tening to us. 

The official radio offsets 
“‘Voice’’ descriptions of American 
living conditions through fake 
reports of sailors wlio visited the 
U. S. A. One broadcast declared; 
**New York City stores are desert 
ed because people are penniless.” 
Another said: ‘‘American children 
are perishing by the tens of thou 
sands, killed by disease, exposut’ 
and famine.’’
